PANMUNJOM UFI — The Korean 
Repatriation Commission, appar­ 
ently wrangling over rules, today 
postponed the start of Allied and 
Red effort* to coax home prisoner* 
refusing repatriation. 
No specific new date was set 
for the start of prisoner interviews, 
a phase of the truce which an 
Allied spokesman called “the psy­ 
chological battle of our time.” 
The U. N. Command agreed to 
postponing the start of interview*, 
scheduled to begin Friday or Sat­ 
urday. 
It was not clear whether the 
neutral commission agreed to an 
Allied demand that the delay be 
deducted from the 90-day interview 
period, which the U. N. command 
said must be counted from the 
time all unrepatriated prisoners 
are in neutral custody. 
But a commission spokesman’* 
statement that “it is understood” 
the 90 .days will begin on the ac­ 
tual starting date of interviews 
would indicate that the Allied posi­ 
tion may have bex.n rejected. 
During the 90-day interview per­ 
iod, 22,600 former prisoners of th! 
U.N. and 359 prisoners captured by 
the Reds—including 23 American* 
—are to be questioned by their 
original side. 
The five-nation neutral commis­ 
sion, composed of India, Sweden, 
Switzerland, Czechoslovakia a n d 
Poland, said the delay was neces­ 
sary because “arrangements and 
facilities” for the interview* had 
not been completed.

Men live and sometimes they learn. They 
learned when the bottom fell out of confidence 
in the early thirties that the American people 
can be talked into a business slump. 
Benjamin F. Fairless, chairm an of the board 
of U. S. Steel Corp., was warning an audience 
in Detroit a few days ago about this. 
This country’s enemies abroad who would 
like to ruin it, he declared, talk about a reces­ 
sion that would give free enterprise a black 
eye. But they can’t produce it, no m atter how 
hard they fry to make the Communist party 
line come true. 
The only people who can produce a slump 
are Americans who become prophets of pes­ 
simism to prove they have special insight. The 
pessimists have always groaned and growled 
but Americans haven’t always paid attention 
to them. 
During the tim es when Americans refused to 
be depressed, the world’s greatest productivity 
was created—the world’s highest standard of 
living—the golden age of industry. 
Yet the pessim ists now are moaning that 
without war, death, m isery and destruction to 
stimulate it the free enterprise system will go 
into a tailspin—the doctrine preached by Com­ 
munist propagandists. 
Mr. Fairless and the men who help to m an­ 
age the massive units of the free enterprise 
system are aware in 1953 of the danger of sell­ 
ing America short with pessimistic talk. They 
have learned that much since 24 years ago 
when a stock-market collapse started an eco­ 
nomic tailspin that lasted for more than a 
decade. 
They realize the state of popular confidence 
has more to do with the rate of business turn­ 
over than anything 
which 
statisticians 
can 
m easure, but they can be drowned out by the 
lam entations of those who have come to the 
end of an economic bender and can see nothing 
ahead but their own misgivings.

Vice President Nixon learned when he ap­ 
peared before the AFL convention what Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower m ust know, too, by this time. 
The hierarchy of unionism has no use for a 
political party it cannot dominate. 
There is no such thing in politics as a split­ 
ting of differences with the bosses of organized 
labor. A political party which is not IOO per 
cent for everything they want is assumed to 
be IOO per cent against them. 
The Republican party should waste no time 
wheedling union bosses. 
Whoever it is inside the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration who keeps dream ing of a deal with the 
bosses that will wean them away from the left 
wing of the Democratic party should be waken­ 
ed. 
The Eisenhower administration can and al­ 
ready has weaned away a substantial minority 
of the working people of the United States who 
belong to unions—and they are the ones who 
count at the polls on election day. 
If some hocus-pocus put all the union execu­ 
tives in a political bed with the Eisenhower 
administration, the net result of that strange 
bedfellowship probably would be a loss of votes 
for Republican candidates at the next election. 
Unionism in the United States does not belong 
to the union executives who have frequently 
m ade a travesty of its purposes. It belongs 
to rank-and-file union members, who think and 
vote as they please. Their political support is 
not for sale through the men who run the 
unions—and who sometimes run them into the 
ground.

units in the United States, the Unit­

Jersey are situated in New York. 
Nevertheless, the city is not com­ 
petently m anaged. Despite local 
patriotism , 
which 
grows 
angry 
whenever such an obvious fact is 
mentioned, it is an unusually filthy 
city. 
I travel a good deal and I have 
never seen an equally unkempt 
city. Yet, it was, in my childhood, 
a clean and even beautiful place, 
except for a few slums. 


UNDER LA GUARDIA, the city 
tried to become a welfare state, 
thus attracting families who prefer 
to live on relief to an astonishing 
number. 
New slum areas were thus devel­ 
oped; even more, some of the fin­ 
est streets have been reduced to 
slums. Yet a citizen, living under 
such conditions has the same kind 
of vote as one living on Fifth 
Avenue — the north end of which 
is now a blighted area. 
The politicians try to hold such 
votes by doing small favors which 
in the aggregate reduce the 
fi­ 
nances of the city and benefit no 
one. 
New York is operating one of the 
largest railway systems — the sub­ 
ways. This requires m anagerial 
skill of the highest order. 
It requires a complete divorce­ 
m ent from partisan politics. For 
years, the subway system was a 
political football until it was actual­ 
ly bankrupt. 
Some efforts are now being made 
to operate it on a businesslike basis, 
but with only small success. The 
kind of man who is willing to be 
New York’s m ayor is generally un­ 
fit by training and experience to 
handle so huge a problem. 


FEW CITIZENS of outstanding 
capacity have presented themselves 
for this position in nearly 40 years. 
The last one was John Purroy Mit- 
chel, who was Mayor from 1914 to 
1917. 


Figures Never Lie 
The consumer price index reached a level of 
115 in August, an all - time high. It means 
that on a base of IOO. representing the period 
from 1935 to 1949. the index stood 15 points 
higher than the base. 
The main gimmick in the statistic is the fact 
that during the base period the index stood at 
an average level of 59.8. Two secondary gim­ 
micks serve to confuse the picture even further. 
One is the fact the index does not represent 
reality. It does not reflect what consumers ac­ 
tually buy but the prices of a list of things 
they might buy if they lived in certain commu­ 
nities and exercised no selective judgment. 
The second is the fact the all - time high of 
115 reached in August was less than a one- 
point rise (7> since August, 1952 and only .3 
of a point above July of this year. 
For practical purposes, the consumer index 
has been stabilizing itself since the s u d d e n 
jum p between 1947 and 1952. when it rose from 
95.5 to 113.5. It had been in the 114 bracket 
since July, 1952. varying by small fractions 
from month to month. 
With allowances for selective consumption, 
the actual cost of living has ceased to rise. 
The purchasing power of dollars is no longer 
being whittled away by inflation. 


The recent Democratic prim aries 
disclosed all the weaknesses of a 
city in which 8,500.000 human be­ 
ings live.* 
At first, a num ber of singularly 
incompetent politicians presented 
themselves for the nomination, in­ 
cluding the present incumbent, Vin­ 
cent Impellitteri. 
None of the candidates posseses 
m anagerial qualifications. 
The most competent public ad­ 
m inistrator the city has known for 
decades, Robert Moses, declines to 
run for m ayor because he will not 
engage in a quarrel over religious, 
racial and sectarian issues — which 
is what these municipal campaigns 
are reduced to. 
Robert Wagner. Jr.. who won the 
Democratic nomination, is the son 
of the senator who gave his name 
to the Wagner Act — a 'law that 
Lee Pressm an, who had adm itted 
that he once was a Communist, 
wrote for him. 


THE JUNIOR Wagner is a per­ 
sonable gentleman but he lacks 
m anagerial experience. He is in a 
political partnership with Franklin 
D. Roosevelt. Jr., whose greatest 
claim is that he is not only his 
father’s son but bears his name. 
The junior Roosevelt aspires to 
become governor of the state of 
New York, in imitation of his fa­ 
ther’s emergence to the presiden­ 
cy. 
While handsome, affable, even 
gay, the junior Roosevelt possesses 
no m anagerial skills. He is no more 
fit to be governor of the huge 
state of New York than he would 
be to m anage the United S t a t e s 
Steel Corporation. 
Yet, should Wagner be elected 
mayor and come into control of the 
decadent Tam m any Hall, the jun­ 
ior Roosevelt might be nominated 
as governor and even elected, a 
sorry 
successor 
to 
the 
admin­ 
istratively competent Dewey. 


THE FACT IS that too large a 
part of the better population of New 
York that works there, lives outside 
the city limits. Also, many who 
continue to live in this large city 
have lost interest in its political 
affairs. They have thrown up their 
hands in disgust and distress. 
Thus, too many of those who have 
a vested interest in tfte prosperity, 
competent m anagem ent of the city, 
and the orderly processes of muni­ 
cipal administration, do not vote 
in its elections and play no part in 
its politics. 
In a way, this is understandable 
because it grows increasingly diffi­ 
cult to vote at all. to make a choice 
between 
Mr. 
Nobody 
and 
Mr. 
Nothing. 
Therefore, one stops voting. It 
is all wrong, but it is understand­ 
able.

There is no doubt that George 
Meany will continue to blast Cong­ 
ress and big business, but he wants 
no real knock-down fight with the 
President right now for a very 
good reason. 
Behind the scenes of this tense 
convention the AFL is split down 
the middle—with several of the 
powerful 
unions 
opposed 
t o 
Meany. 
This opposition is led bv the 
new Team sters president. D a v e 
Beck, easily one of the tw'o most 
influential men at this gathering. 


IN MEANY’S opening speech, 
the new AFL chief took a swipe 
at Beck, which seems to me to be 
as portentous, though not as vio­ 
lent. a moment as when John L. 
Lewis slugged big Bill Hutcheson 
at the AFL’s 1935 convention, thus 
launching the CIO. 
To observers it appeared that 
Meany slapped at Beck by in­ 
directly accusing him of leading a 
“civil w ar” inside the AFL. 


BECK S SAME wasn’t mention­ 
ed, but many of the 650 delegates 
had no doubt of what M e a n y 
meant when he said: 
“This organization 
(the 
AFL) 
was not formed as a battleground 
for competing trade unions. We 
must be thinking of ending the 
civil war inside and outside of the 
AFL. There 
is 
no 
excuse 
for 
squandering hundreds of thousands 
of dollars of trade union money 
in a battle for a few members on 
the grounds that trade union jur­ 
isdiction is involved.” 


THUS. IN THE blunt fashion 
with which Meany once challeng­ 
ed John Lewis, M eany now takes 
on Dave Beck.

The sequence of events and the 
facts thereon are interesting to ex­

President Eisenhower was sched­ 
uled to deliver 
his address 
in 
Boston over the radio and tele- 1 
vision — copies were made avail­ 
able at the White House to all 
mem bers of the press. 
There was ample opportunity to 
read the text and discover, some­ 
where along about the middle of : 
the address, a startling paragraph 
j 
which spoke of how the enemy 
was ‘‘equipped with the most ter­ 
rible weapons of destruction” and 
warning the world that for Ameri­ 
ca “There is no sacrifice — no 
labor, no tax, no service — too 
hard for us to bear to support a 
logical and necessary defense of 
our freedom.” 
What did this mean? The report­ 
ers had plenty of tim e to ask the 
President both before and after he 
delivered the speech whether 
it 
m eant that the scheduled repeal of 
certain tax rates on January I 
next had been decided against by 
the administration or whether these 
tax reductions all of a sudden had 
become m atters of doubt and con­ 
jecture. 
But no such information was ob­ 
tained for 
the 
morning papers, 
either because the reporters didn’t 
ask the President or because the 
White House staff didn’t find out 
his views for the reporters, if they 
did present such queries. 
Actually. Mr. Eisenhower must 
have been talking of what he would 
recofrnmend to Congress 
if 
t h e 
Soviets forced America and 
the 
free world into a war. 
During a world war, of course, 
everybody knows there is hardly 
a limit on taxes or controls. 
If Mr. Eisenhower had anything 
else but such a theoretical em er­ 
gency in mind when he spoke in 
Boston, it certainly was unknown 
to any member of his Cabinet. 
Now let’s switch to Washington. 
Secretary Humphrey, for several 
days had been working on a speech 
he was to deliver on Tuesday of 


this week before the annual con-1 
vention of the American Bankers 
Association. On Monday evening, 
like a dutiful cabinet officer, he 
interrupted his labor on his own 
speech and, * with his aides sur­ 
rounding him at his home, watched 
and heard the President on tele­ 
vision. 
Nothing that the President said 
seemed to Mr. Humphrey after­ 
ward to be conflict with what he 
himself intended to say the next 
morning on taxes, and he w asn't 
at all conscious of any reason to 
revise that section of his address 
to the bankers. 
But the next morning, when Mr. 
Humphrey r e a d the newspapers 
and saw the headlines emphasizing 
the doubt that had been raised by 
the President’s reference to taxes, 
he was surprised. 
He was sure Mr. Eisenhower had 
not intended to create any such 
doubts about the tax program for 
next January. He decided to call 
the President anyway and read to 
him over the telephone the tax sec­ 
tion of his proposed speech to the 
American Bankers Association. 
The President approved the pass­ 
age at once and told the secretary 
the speech was right on the button. 
It will be recalled that the secre­ 
tary emphasized to the bankers 
that the planned redutcions for 
January I were the sam e as had 
been announced weeks ago. 


The Tuesday afternoon and Wed­ 
nesday morning h e a d l i n e s. dis­ 
played Mr. Humphrey’s prediction 
of tax reductions — wtych would 
not have been front-page news but 
for the doubts expressed in Tues­ 
day m orning’s papers. The Stock 
M arket, instead of taking a nose­ 
dive Tuesday afternoon, actually 
started upward. 
It appears that 
the 
President 
himself was somewhat surprised, 
too, by the headlines about his Bos­ 
ton speech, because he .was talking 
only about the extent of the sacri­ 
fice that would be made if a war 
crisis developed. 
If that information had been ob­ 
tained by the press on Monday, 
some nervous hours for the busi­ 
ness men of America would have 
been avoided. 
If the m atter had been drawn 
to the President’s attention early 
Monday evening he might have 
clarified the paragraph in question 


I so that it would not have been the 
' subject of a nation-wide apprehen­ 
sion — that the whole fiscal pro­ 
gram was being radically altered 
and that some new and unforeseen 
emergency had arisen. 
Such are the m ercurial aspects of 
news-gathering around a President 
of the United States day by day 
—and, alas, it has always been 
that way.

On both of these subjects there 
is need for plain speaking, not nec­ 
essarily promises of more sub­ 
sidies for farm ers and free elec­ 
tricity for all, but clarity about

objectives. 
The 
words of the speech are only ir­ 
ritants, not. as they were intend­ 
ed. emollients. 
It is a bft sophomoric to define 
a vital party faith with such plati­ 
tudes as “ We are a nation.” 
And then: “ We believe in peo­ 
ple, in all the people.” A n d : 
“The supreme belief of our socie­ 
ty is in the dignity and freedom 
of the individual.” Then, lest this 
be 
misunderstood:

eign faith of ours in the freedom 
and dignity of the individual is 
infinitely more than a dry and 
lifeless doctrine.” 
This essay may have been in­ 
tended to serve Eisenhower’s par­ 
ty as a credo, but it will do little 
to help that party as it faces 
the trials of 1954.

“ Fourteen other beizbol clubs are barred from 
the series, although they could use the money 
and prestige. They are excluded for no other 
reason than that they did not, by aggressive 
warlike conduct, smash down all others and 
make co-existence impossible. 


How did the Yankskis and Dodgerovs get 
to the top? Money, influence, aggressive pol­ 
icies and scorn for peaceful settlements! 
“The Yankskis are owned by Standard Oil, 
Tom Manville, the Rockefeller Foundation and 
Kayzee Stengloff, a Wall Street magnate. 
“The 
Dodgerovs 
are 
owned 
by 
Walton 
O’Mallski, a group of International banker* 
and John Foster Dulles. 
“There is not a Red Chinese on either beiz­ 
bol team as it enters the series and all pleas 
that neutrals be allowed to play shortstop and 
first base have been Ignored. The effect of this 
on Asiatic opinion can be imagined. 
“Many of the players on both team s have 
been purchased from other clubs 
over 
the 
years. They now wish to be repatriated, but 
are held in captivity and will be sent into the 
brutal series regardless of where they came 
from. What a game! 
“ In case of three strikes no long debate is 
permitted! And a man can be called out at first 
base without a two-thirds vote! 


"Why must from four to seven games be 
staged instead of one decisive battle? Because 
of money madness, and the desire to impose 
longer hours on the downtrodden players and 
deaden the interest of the masses in the serious 
purposes of life.
